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CLIMATE, 


In view of the severe storm of last week 
which prevailed along the ©. P. R. line, from 
the mountains eastward, and the fact. that 
its unsessonable character is likely tobe used 
against the Northwest at large, it is well to 
point out thatthestorm was not univerga land 
particularly that it was due tol scul caugegand 
not to the latitude of the Territories, Todo 
this itis necessary to state the facts regard- 
ing the weather in this part of the Saskat- 
chewan valley during the preyalenve of the 
storm elsewhere. Sunday, April 25th, was 
dry and windy, the dust blowing unpleasant- 
ly on the streets. Monday morning wag mild 
and damp, and a few flakes of snow could be 
seen in tne air fora short time, but none 
showed on the ground, About noon the 
weather partly cleared, and in the afternoon 
a warm rain commenced, At night the rain 
turned to snow, but very little fell during 
the night and the weather was not ecold or 
windy. Light snow and rain fell all of Tues- 
day, making the roads very muddy, but not 
coyering the ground. On Tuesday Night the 
snow ceased and the weather turned cold. 
On Wednesday morning the ground was 
white, and ice two inches thick was coming 
down the river, sothat the ferry scow could 
not cross, but small boats crossed. The snow 
disappeared during Wednesday, and the 
roads were dry on Thursday. There wag no 
high wind here during the continuange of 
the storm in the south, The Buttymn has 

always maintained that the Saskatchewan 
valley in general and the Edmonton district 
in particular, notwithstanding the more 
northern latitude, was less subject to sudden 
and unseasonable changes of the weather 
than the more southern section of the Terri- 
tories, and asks a comparison of last week's 
weather in proof of its contention,

Is splendidly situated on the North bank 
of the far famed Saskatchewan—onie of the 
most beautiful rivets in the world—It is 
ptactically the head of steamboat naviga- 
tion on the river and is the terminus of the 
Calgary & Edmonton branch of the C.P.R. 
It is the centre of the finest grain growing, 
stock raising and dairying dristrict. in Ca- 
nada. Itis the seat of the lumbering in- 
dustry on the Saskatchewan and is in the 
centre of and underlaid by the most exten- 
sive coal deposits in the known world. 
The gold washings of the Saskatchewan 
extend for eighty miles above and below 
Edmonton. It is the only gateway to the 
Peace, Athabasca and Mackenzie river re- 
gions, which cover nearly one-fourth of the 
area of Canada. The trade of that vast 
region—at present the greatest fur produ- 
cing territory in the world, but with wide 
areas of agricultural lands on Peace river ; 
the greatest petroleum deposit in the 
known world on the Athabasca, valuable 
forests on the Liard, fisheries in its chain 
of lakes second only to those of the St.

mills operated up the river have their yards 
here, The best brick in the Northwest is 
made in Edmonton. There are four coal 
mines within the town limits, There are 
four churches and two lange scl.oole, public 
and separate, having an attendance of over 
150 pupils, Populatiou is inereasing rapa 
ly and building operations are brisk, having 
never ceased since the completion of the 
railway in August 1891, The town was 
incorporated in Janurry { 892, and bt» fhe 
from debt.

for fraud. There being no- grounds of 
frand shown, Mills was liberated and had 
the deputy sheriff, one McLean, arrested 
for theft, McLean having, while Mills was 
in jail, taken the goods back to Dakota. 
On McLean’s trial the crown prosecutor 
withdrew the prosecution on the ground 
that McLean was only acting as an agent of 
the sheriff, ;who resided in Dakota, and 
therefore he should not be punished, That 
such a case should occur in this age in this 
country seems incredible, but that it did oc- 
cur there is no doubt, and ,what is worse it 
was-——as it only could be—with the conniv- 
ate of the Canadian law. officers, mounted 
pe omesilocald . Ps, and crown prosecutors 

f people, who remove from Dakota, to the 
Northwest, are not to be protected by the 
ordinary forms of law from the rapacity _ of 
the sharks whom they have left behind, it 
is well that the world should know it. If, 
according to the circumstances of the case 
and the treaty in, the matter, the goods 
brought. by-Mills to the Canada side could 
lawfully be taken back, there was no reason 
why they should have been taken until, the 
rights in the matter were shown, as they 
were not in this case. And if the goods 
were unlawfully taken, as intimated by the 
crown prosecutor, the man who took them 
was at least as guilty and punishable as the 
man who told him to, As the seizure was 
made in the Northwest the BuLLETrN_ is 
one to demand that the Northwest govern. 
ment investigate the matter thourougbly 
at once, and make every effort to secure 
the punishment of those who are to blame 
so that the like will not occur again.

CORRESPONDENCE, 


Fort SASKATCHEWAN, April 26t! , 1892. 
Editor of the BULLETIN, 

Dear Sir,—Since the arrival of toe Parrv 
Sound Colony it has been reported to me that 
some dissatisfaction exists amongst the peo- 

le, and I therefore ask ete to insert this 
letter in the BULLETIN explaining the manner 
in which I organized the colony, 

In June last having otcasion to drive over 
a large portion of Parry Sound district as 
agent for the Canada Landed Credit Company, 
I was strongly impresred with the inadapt- 
ability of thot district for agriculture.- I saw 
hundreds of good hard working farmers 
struggling hopelessly to make a living, work- 
ing their farms in the summer and working 
in the woods all the winter. 

I began to advocate emigration to the 
Northwist, and afecr much consideration I 
wrote Mr. Van Horne, saying that a large 
number of good settleas might eusily be in- 
duced to emigrate to Alberta if the Company 
would reduce their rates and in some cases 
accept chattel mortyages on stock, etc., as 
security for cost of fares and freight advanced 
hy tl e Sompany. The reply was that the Cum: 
pan. could not entertain my proposa! as the 
rates vere already very low for colonists. 

This did not discourage me, as I expected 
to enc unter some little troubles, then 
wrote Mr. MeNicoll, general passenger ayent, 
of Montreal. This gentleman, knowing the 
worth of the Parry Souna people sent one of 
the company’s agents to see me, and we talk- 
ed over my plans with the result that two 
passes were given me for any point on the C. 
P, R., in order that a report of the country 
might be made. I chose Mr. Irwin as my 
companion, and in August last we visited 
Edmonton, saw much of the country and re- 
turned fully convinced that if a man could 
not make a good living in Northern Alberta, 
the world would be well rid of-him if, he 
starved to death. 

In Septeuiber I had to visit Toronto to in- 
terview Mr, Calloway, district passenger 
agent of the C. P. R., relative to the organi- 
zation of the colony and the advancement of 
faces and freight eharges by some private 
individuals, I saw Mr. Osler, of Togonto, 
who declined to touch it at all. Mr. 
Callaway then took hold of it himself, visited 
Parry Sound district three times, attending 
meetings called to discuss the question, and 
after a great deal of tronble the colony was 
organized and the rates reduced one-half. I 
then visited Montreal to make final arrange- 
ments with Mr. MeNicoll, and Ottawa to in- 
terview Mr. Dewdney, on the subject of re- 
serving three townships exclusively for the 
colony. It was, at last, arranged that Mr. 
Hamilton, of Winuipex, should become res- 
ponsible for C. P. R. charges, aud that he 
should accept and hold in his departny nt 
chattel mortgages as security therefor. Mr. 
Irwin and wyself then agoin visited Edmon- 
ton ant sel cued the Beave Hills as being a 
good locality in which to settie one colony, 
Ou my return Lagain went to Ottawa, and 
represented to the Minister of the Luterior 
the necessity of having stakes replaced whcre 
they were destroved, and every possible pre- 
poration made fo the colony, so that on ius 
arrival Chere might be no delay in locating the 
people. A fee ef & was charwed for admis 
sion to the colony, whieh heads of families 
and single men only Were required to pay. 
This fund was ued for preliminary expenses 
in the colony, out of it disbursementa were 
made for travelling expenses, printing moti. 
ove of meetings, hire of halls in which ta hold

T. G. Peatcef orgauizer of the Parry Sound 
Colony, called on the BULLETIN on Wednes 
day of last week, and gave a short statement 
of the number of members in the colony and 
their prospects, The colony proper number: 
ed 298 persons, of whom 66 were men. There 
were Yesides a number of friends who were 
unable or did not desire tu avail themselves 
of the privileges of the colony, who travelled 
with them.

of land frm any land open for homestead 
entry ;
